THE INDUSTRIAL APPLICATIONS OP RECYCLING WATER. 

D. FUTURE OP DESALINATION - PANEL DISCUSSION MODERATED BY 
DON OWEN, CONSULTANT, DON OWEN AND ASSOCIATES. 

E. PUTURE PROSPECTS FOR WATER REUSE. THIS SESSION WILL 
CONTAIN LIVE PRESENTATIONS. 

P. WATER RESOURCE PLANNING WORLDWIDE. THIS SESSION WILL 
CONTAIN POUR PAPERS DEALING WITH INTERNATIONAL RESOURCE 
AND PLANNING. 
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3. FIELD TRIPS: A FULL-DAY FIELD TRIP WILL BE CONDUCTED 

ON THURSDAY, JULY 20TH TO SEVERAL DESALTING PLANTS ALONG 
THE WEST PLORIDA COAST. EACH OP THESE PACILITIES TREATS 
BRACKISH WATER CONTAINING AS MUCH AS 2,700 PPM TDS, POR 
MUNICIPAL AND INDUSTRIAL PURPOSES. THE TOUR WILL INCLUDE 
A STOP AT SORRENTO SHORES, A PRIVATELY OPERATED PACILITY 
CONTAINING BOTH ELECTRODIALYSIS AND REVERSE OSMOSIS 
EQUIPMENT. ANOTHER STOP WILL BE MADE AT A I MGD HOLLOW- 
PINE PIBER BRACKISH WATER R-0 PLANT OWNED AND OPERATED BY 
THE CITY OP VENICE, PLORIDA POR MUNICIPAL USE. THIS 
PLANT HAS BEEN OPERATIONAL FOR THREE YEARS. A STOP WILL 
ALSO BE MADE AT A ONE YEAR OLD 3 MGD HOLLOW-PINE FIBER 
R-0 FACILITY OPERATED BY THE CITY OP CAPE CORAL. THE 
TOUR WILL ALSO INCLUDE VISITS TO A SPIRAL- WOUND R-0 
PACILITY AT THE GREATER PINE ISLAND WATER ASSOCIATION, 
CAPABLE OP DESALTING 550,000 GPD; AND PINALLY, A 2.1 MGD 
ELECTRODIALYSIS UNIT ON SANIBEL ISLAND OWNED AND OPERATED 
BY THE ISLAND WATER ASSOCIATION. ALL OF SANIBEL ISLAND'S 
WATER POR ITS 6,200 HOOKUPS IS DESALTING BRACKISH 
GROUNDWATER.
